Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  this  report  on  the  health  of  the  distria 
for  1956. 

Owing  to  the  untimely  death  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Dr.  King,  the  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1956 
were  undertaken  ably  by  Dr.  J.  H.  Willis.  The  duties  of  Public  Health 
Inspector  were  performed  by  Mr.  Trevor  Spurr.  I am  indebted,  how- 
ever, to  Mr.  Spurr’s  sucessor,  Mr.  Hawkins,  for  most  of  the  information 
regarding  the  environmental  services  included  in  this  report. 

The  vital  statistics  indicate  that  the  health  of  the  district  during 
the  past  year  has  been  satisfactory.  They  approach  the  figures  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1955  as  closely  as  can  be  expected  in  so  small 
a population. 

During  the  year  the  new  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  came  into 
force.  Some  Sections  became  operative  on  the  1st  January  but  other 
parts  did  not  take  effect  until  the  1st  July.  When  these  regulations 
become  fully  inplemented  they  should  reduce  the  risk  of  food  poisoning 
very  considerably. 

Another  important  event  during  1956  was  the  trial  of  the  new 
British  modified  Salk  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis.  Of  those  who 
volunteered,  a group  who  were  born  in  certain  months  were  inoculated, 
the  remainder  of  the  volunteers  being  promised  first  chance  of  the 
vaccine  during  1957. 

The  Medical  Research  Council  reported  on  the  results  in  June, 
1957.  This  report  shows  that  paralytic  illness  was  some  five  times 
commoner  among  the  unprotected  children  than  among  those  immun- 
ised. This  is  very  encouraging  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  many  people 
will  now  decide  to  have  their  children  protected. 

It  is,  of  course,  too  soon  to  tell  how  long  the  protection  conferred 
will  last,  and  it  is  possible  that  the  duration  of  immunity  will  depend 
mainly  upon  the  frequency  of  contact  with  natural  live  virus  during 
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the  period  following  vaccination.  If  this  is  so,  then  we  may  expect 
better  results  in  England  than  have  been  achieved  in  America,  but  the 
results  in  sparsely  populated  regions  such  as  this  may  be  less  favourable 
than  those  achieved  in  the  large  cities. 

The  evidence  that  tobacco  smoking  is  the  principal  factor  responsible 
for  the  alarming  increase  in  cancer  of  the  lung  in  the  past  twenty  years 
is  slowly  increasing.  We  do  not  like  to  forego  our  pleasures,  and  stopping 
smoking  becomes  harder  when  the  habit  is  of  long  standing.  During 
the  next  year  efforts  will  have  to  be  made  to  persuade  young  people 
leaving  school  to  avoid  this  form  of  addiction.  This  is  all  the  more 
important  since,  although  less  publicised,  there  is  a close  association 
between  smoking  and  chronic  bronchitis,  and  the  number  of  deaths  from 
this  cause  exceeds  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung. 

During  1956,  no  slum  clearance  work  was  undertaken.  This  is 
another  problem  which  will  have  to  be  tackled  next  year.  The  town’s 
sewage  disposal  is  unsatisfactory  and  steps  will  have  to  be  taken  as  soon 
as  possible  to  remedy  this.  We  may  thus  look  forward  to  a busy  year 
in  1957. 

In  the  following  pages  you  will  find  some  changes  have  been  made 
in  the  lay-out  since  last  year.  A considerable  amount  of  material  has 
been  omitted,  and  the  section  on  statistics  has  been  expanded.  In  order 
to  give  a standard  for  comparison,  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  have 
been  included  alongside  those  for  the  Urban  district,  and  in  order  to 
overcome  the  difficulty  that  chance  alone  may  determine  whether  a 
baby  dying  at  the  time  of  delivery  is  registered  as  a neonatal  death  or  a 
stillbirth,  a new  rate,  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  has  been  included.  This 
rate  for  Brigg  is  about  that  for  England  and  Wales,  the  low  stillbirth 
rate  compensating  for  the  slightly  higher  neonatal  mortality  rate. 

The  high  death  rate  for  the  town  does  not  signify  unhealthy  con- 
ditions, but  is  due  to  the  fact  that  accommodation  is  provided  in  the 
town  for  old  persons.  Although  the  Registrar  General’s  comparability 
factor  corrects  for  age  and  sex,  this  correction  does  not  allow  for  the 
fact  that  those  admitted  to  this  accommodation  from  the  surrounding 
districts  are  selected,  and  consist  of  the  less  fit,  who  are  unable  to  care 
for  themselves.  The  more  healthy  old  people  remain  in  their  own 
homes.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  town  receives  water  from  the  North  Lindsey  Water  Board.  It 
is  of  a good  quality,  and  is  chlorinated  by  the  Water  Board  before  dis- 
tribution. 

A section  of  the  town  receive  a piped  water  supply  from  a private 
source  at  Castlethorpe,  and  there  are  some  shallow  wells. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  present  sewage  works  at  Redcombe  Lane  are  seriously  over- 
loaded, and  in  addition  are  in  a very  bad  state  of  repair.  In  recent  years, 
samples  of  effluent  from  the  works  have  been  constantly  reported  as 
unsatisfactory.  The  percolating  filters  are  far  too  small  for  the  amount 
of  sewage  which  has  to  be  treated,  and  the  only  reasonable  solution  to 
the  problem  will  be  the  construction  of  a new  plant. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  tipped  on  the  northern  part  of  the 
“ Island  ” formed  by  the  two  parts  of  the  Ancholme  river.  The  tip  is 
in  an  offensive  condition  and  is  infested  with  rats,  Calliphora  (blue 
bottle)  and  Lucilia  (green  bottle).  Some  attempt  will  have  to  be  made 
in  the  near  future  to  remedy  the  situation. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Brigg  Urban  district  covers  an  area  of  982  acres  and  has  a population 
of  4,390.  There  are  1,389  inhabited  houses.  The  rateable  value  was 
£15y%32  in  1955-56  and  £52,126  in  1956-57.  A penny  rate  produced 
;C103  16s.  6d.  and  £200  approx,  in  these  periods  respectively. 

The  town  lies  in  the  middle  of  the  Ancholme  valley  and  is  a market 
town  serving  a large  agricultural  community.  Market  day  is  on  Thursday. 

In  addition  to  its  function  as  a market  and  shopping  centre,  Brigg 
has  a number  of  light  industries.  The  principal  ones  are  : — 

The  Farmers  Co. ; Springs  (Jam  makers  and  canners) ; L.A.W.S. 

mineral  waters ; Hall’s  mineral  waters ; Corah’s  hosiery  factory. 

There  is  a British  Sugar  Corporation  factory  just  outside  the  district. 

There  is  a Hospital  which  provides  40  acute  beds,  9 Maternity  and 
about  30  chronic  beds.  This  is  run  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  as 
an  armex  of  the  Scunthorpe  Hospital.  There  is  also  a hostel  run  by  the 
County  Council  for  old  people,  situated  near  the  hospital. 

The  County  Council  provide  premises  in  “ The  Cedars,”  Bigby 
road,  where  Infant  Welfare  clinics.  Ante  Natal  clinics.  Chest  Clinic 
and  minor  ailment  and  opthalmic  clinics  for  school  children  are  held.

It  is  hoped  to  proceed  in  1957  with  the  sewering  of  a number  of 
private  streets,  situated  at  Westrum  Lane  and  in  the  Eastfield  Road  and 
Glanford  Road  areas,  and  thereby  enable  most  of  the  cesspools  in  the 
district  to  be  dispensed  with. 
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It  is  anticipated  that  sewer  alterations  and  extensions  will  be  carried 
out  in  the  vicinity  of  Beech  Villas  in  Grammar  School  Road,  as  a result 
of  which  the  small  pumping  station  in  Woodbine  Grove  will  be  abandon- 
ed and  the  sewage  with  which  it  at  present  deals  with  gravitate  to  the 
major  pumping  station  in  Sunningdale  Avenue.
